udicial reform In Egypt, by which llio six- 
teen or seventeen foreign consular jurisdic- 
lions were to be be substituted by one uni- 
lbrm system of tribunals, having jurisdic- 
;ion over natives and foreigners, tho roajor- 
ty of Ihei judges to be Europeans, 
the 


3ornmission reporled favorably, and tho 
foreign powers agreed to give up the civil 
urisdiclion oi Iheir consuls ; bnt sinco that 
time the Viceroy has been strenuously en- 
deavoring to get them also lo relinquish 
their power in criminal cases. 
The French 


Government was tho great obstacle in the 
way of tho Viceroy, and it was only recently 
and on tbo representation that if it should 
not consent to the chango.lhe mixed courts 
ofEgypt, which aro Iho only legal Instru- 
ments by which foreign plaintiffs may seek 
a remedy against native defendants, should 
be abolished, tbal it agreed to Iho reform.— 
Count de Vogue consented lo tho investi- 
ture of the now tribunals with criminal ju- 
risdiction as to ollouces against their own 
judgei, and, is the other governments h?d 
already agreed to this, it was probable that 
the Viceroy's entire scheme would soon he 
carried out. 
A meeting of tbo delegates of 


the embassies is now holding in Constanli- 
noplo lo study I he guarantees of Ihe new 
tribunals' rights, and the nature of the 
crimes and offences of which they will lake 
cojnizjnce. If Iho now system shall work 
salisfaclorily for a year the new courls will 
receive full jurisdiction in criminal and civ- 
il cases, and many of the abuses now exist- 
ing in the Delta aud tho Nile Valley will 
probably soon disappear.
